1643- Concerneth the ſeveral ſorts of Church-officers and 
Aflemblies : Another , bearing date the 24. of January 1643. 
Concerneth Congregationall Elderſhips , and Claſſical Preſ- 
byreries : The other, —_ preſented the 15. of Auguſt laſt, 
repreſenteth the neceſſity of making greater ſpeed in ſetling the 
intended Uniformity in Religion, according to the late ſolemne 
Covenant Io. hold it our duty,in regard both of the artand 
inſe le Union , whichthe Lord hath happilyand ſeaſonably 
made between you and us , and of your indefarigable and ineſti- 
mable labour of loye to this afflited Kingdom , to give your 
Lordſhips and the reſt of that Venerable Aſſembly , ſome brief

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chiſme ,-we make no queſtion of a blefled and perfet harmony 
with you. The publick Doctrine, held our by our Church coall 
the World ( eſpecially when it ſhall be reviewed , which 1548 
great part done) concurring ſo much with yours, may aſſure you 
of your hearts defire in thoſe parriculars,{o ſoon astime and op- 
porrunity may give us liber:y to perfect what we have begun. 

The chief reaſon of laying aſide the review of our Publick 
Dodrine, atter the happy and much defired arrivall of your Re- 
verend Commiſſioners here, was, The drawing up and accelera- 
ting of a Directory for Worſhip, and of a Forme of Church- 
Government 4 in both of which we Rood at a greater diſtance 
trom other ReformedChurches of Chrift,and particularly from 
yours ( which we very much honour) with whom our {olemne 
ſacred Nationall Covenant requireth us to endeavour the neat- 
eſt Conjun&tion and Unitormirty,that we and our poſterity after 
us, may as Brethren live in Faith and Love, and the Lord may 
delight ro dwell in the midſt of us. 

Nor have our Jabours therein been fraftrate : For we have 
perfected and tranſmitted a Directory for Worſhip , to both 
Houſes ot Parliament; where it hath received ſuchacceprance, 
that it is now paſſed in both the Honourable Houſes of Parhia- 
ment ; which we hope will be to the joy and comfort of all our 
godly and dear Brethren in all His Majeſties Kingdoms and Do- 
Minions. EEE 

We have notadviſed any impoſition which might make ir 
unlawtull ro vary from it in any thing; Yetwe hope, all our Re- 
verend Brethren n this Kingdom, and in yours alſo, will fo far 
value and reverence that which upon ſq long debate and ſerious 
deliberation hath been agreed upon in this Aſſembly ( when ic 
hill alſo pafle with you , and be {crled-is the common publick 
Directory for all the Churches inthe «hree Kingdoms ) = it 
ſhall not be the lefle regarded and obſerved. And albeit we have 
not expreſſed in the Directory every minute particular, which is 
ormight be either laid aſide or rerained amony us , as comely 
and uſefull in practice , yet we truſt, that noae will be ſo renact- 
ous of old cuſtoms not expreſlely forbidden, or ſo averſe from 
goodexamples alrhough new , m matters of lefler conſequence, 
25£0 anfiſt upon their liberty of retainang the one,or refuſing the 
pther., becauſe not ſpecified in the Directory, but be ſtadious 
to pleaſe others rather then themſelves. 

We have likewiſe {pent divers moneths1n the ſearch of the 
Scripeures, £0 finde out the minde of Chriſt conceming a Forme 
of Church-governmemt, wherein we could not but expe the 
gteareſt difficuky: For our better Progrefle herein , wee have 
with all relpe&t confidered the leverall Papers of your Honou- 
rable and Reverend Commiſſioners , touching this Head , and 
do with all thanktulncſſe, acknowledge their great zral , jadge= 

ment 
z 
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ment, and wiſdom expreſſed therein as alſo, the excellent aſſi- 
ſtance and great furtherance of your Reverend Commiſhoners 
in this great Work ; which now,through G O D S goodneſle, 
is very neartoa period allo, . 

In purſuit whereof, "we made a ſtri@ ſurvey and ſcrutinie of 
every Propoſition, that we might finde it agreeable to, and war- 
ranted by the Word of God, in a method of our own ; without 
reſting upon any particular modell or frame whatſoever already 
conſtituted: What we have performed, and how farre we have 
proceeded therein , we leaveto the information of your Reve- 
rend Commiſſioners,who have beeneye and ear witneſſes ot all 
that hath paſt, and we doubt not but you will ſhortly receive a 
ſatisfatory anſwer from hence , ſo ſoon as it ſhall be paſled in 
the Honourable Houſes of Parliament. 

And now, Right. Honourable, and right Reverend Brethren, 
let it not ſeem grievous that we have thus long delayed the ſa- 
tisfying of your earneſt and juſt expeRation: Ir is the Lot of Je- 
ruſalem, to have her Wals built in troublous times, when there 
are many adverſaries. Nor let it offend, that (albeit we acknow- 
ledge the many,great,and ineſtimable expreſsions of your love, 
zeal,& helpfulneſſe unto us every way inthe day of our diſtreſle, 
to be beyond all that we can in words acknowledge)we profeſſe 
plainly ro you, That we do moſt unwillingly part with thoſe 
our Reverend and dear Fellow-labourers,your Commilſsioners, 
whom now you have called home, to render an account of their 
imployment here ; which hath been ſo managed both by them 
andthe reſb of their Honourable and Reverend Colleagues,as 
deſerveth many thanks , andall Honourable acknowledgement, 
not onely from us, but from you alſo. 

Give us leave to adde, that the long experience we have had 
of the great ſufficiency, integrity, and uſefulneſſe of them all, in 
the great Work of Chriſt; our common Lord and Maſter , in- 
forceth us (next to our greateſt ſute, for the continuance of your 
fervent prayers ) to becarneſt ſuiters, not onely for the continu- 
ance of thele excellent helpers, Mr. Alex. Henderſon,and Mr.Sam. 
Rutherfurd, yet remaining with us, but alſo for the ſpeedy return 
hither of our Reverend Brethren that are now going hence, for 
the perfeing of that Work which yet remains. And this ſute 
wetruſt, you will the rather grant,becauſe of the great and joint 
concerment of both Churches and Kingdoms in theſe matters. 

Now the ſpirit of wiſdom and of all grace reſt upon you in 

all your great conſultations , as at alltimes, ſo eſpecially now 
when you ſhall be gathered together in the Name of the Lord 
Jeſus, for the further building up and poliſhing ot his Church 
and cauſe the fruit of all your labousto be co the praiſe and glo- 
ryof GOD, andthe comfort and rejoycing of the hearts of

ERSy Hereas an happy Unity and Uniformity in Re- 
PD /Sa)> ligion amongſt the Kirks of Chriſt in theſe 

6/4 three Kingdoms,united under one Soveraigne, 

>Y hath been long and carneſtly wiſhed for by the 

©/Y0 godly and well-affeed amongſt us, was pro- 
DIR pounded as a main Article of the large Treaty, 
without which Band and Bulwark no ſafe well-grounded and 
laſting Peace could be expeted; And afterward with greater 
ſtrength and maturity, revived in the Solemne League 'and Co- 
venant of the three Kingdomes whereby they ſtand Graitly ob- 
liged to endeavour the neereſt Uniformity in 'one forme of 
Church-government, Dire&ory of Worſhip, Confeſsion of 


Faith,and forme of Catechiſing : Which hath alſo before and ' 


ſince our entring into that Covenant , been the matter of many 
Supplications and Remonſtrances , ana ſending Commilsioners 
to the Kings Majeſtie,of Declarations to the Honourable Hou- 
ſes of the Parliament of Enzland,and of Letters to the. Reverend 
Aſſembly of Divines,and others of the Miniſterie of the Kirk of 
England, being alſo the end of our ſending Commils{oners , as 
was deſired from thisKirk,with Commilſsion to treat of Unifor. 
mitie in the foure particulars atore-mentioned, with ſuch Com- 
mittees as ſhould be appointed by both Houſes of the Parlia- 
ment ofEnzland,and by the Aſſembly of Divines fitting atWeſt- 


minſter: And beſide all this , it being in point of conſcience _ 
chief 
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chief motive and end of our adventuring upon manifold and 
oreat hazards , for quenching the devouring flame of the pre- 
ſent unnaturall and bloody Warre in Enz/and , though to the 
weakning of this Kingdome within itſelt , and the advantage of 
the Enemy which hath invaded it, accounting nothing too dear 
to us,10 that this our joy be fulfilled. And now this great Work 
being ſo far advanced, that a DireRory forthe publick Worthip 
of G O D inall the three Kingdomes, being agreed upon by the 
Honourable Houſes of the Parliament of England, atter conſul- 
ration with the Divines of both Kingdomes there afſembled,and 
ſent to us for our Approbartion , that being alſo agreed upon by 
this Kirk and Kingdome of Scotland , it may bein the name of 
both Kingdomes preſented co the King, for his Royall conſent 
and Ratification, The Generall Aſſembly having moſt ſerioufly 
conſidered, reviſed, and examined the Dire&ory afore-mentio- 
ned,aftter ſeverall publick readings of it,after much deliberation, 
both publickly, and in private Commitrees, after full liberty gi- 
vento all ro objeR againſt it , and earneſt invitations of all who 
have any ſcruples about it to make known the ſame, that they 
miz ht be ſatisfied , Do unanimouſly , and withour a contrary 
Voice, Agreeto, and Approve the following Directory, in all 
the Heads thereof, rogerher with the Pretace fer hetore it : And 
doth require, decerne, and ordain, That according to the plain 
renourand meaning thereof, and the intent of the Preface, it be 
carefully and uniformly obſerved and praQtiled by all the Mini- 
ſters and others within this Kingdome,whom it doth concerne; 
which praice ſhall be begun, upon Intimation given to the ſe- 
verall Presbyreries , from the Commithoners of this Generall 
Aſſembly, who ſhall alſo take ſpeciall care for the timeous Prin- 
ting of this DireQory,thart a printed Copy of it,be provided and 
kept furthe uſe of every Kirk in this Kingdome, Alſo that each 
Presbyterie have a printed Copy thereof for their uſe , and take 
{peciall notice of the Obſervation or neglect thereot in every 
Congregation within their bounds, and make known the ſame 
ro the Provinciall or Generall Aſſembly, as there ſhall be cauſe. 
Provided alwayes, that the Clauſe inthe Direory, of the Ad- 
miniſtration of the Lords Supper, which mentioneth the Com- 
municants ſitting about the Table, or att, be not interpreted,as 
it in the judgement of this Kirk, it were indifferent and free for 
any of the Communicants, not to come'to, and receive at the 
Table; or as if we did approve the diſtributing of the Elements 
by the Miniſter to each Communicant , and not by the Com- 
municants _ themſelves. Ir is alſo provided, That this 
thall be no prejudice to the order and practice of this Kirk , in 
ſuch particulars as are ng by the Books of Diſcipline,and 
Acts of Generall Afſemblies,and are nor otherwiſe ordered and 
appointed in the DireRory, ;

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Finally,the Aſſembly doth with much joy and thankfulnes ac- 
knowledge the rich bleſsing& invaluable mercy of God,in hring- 
ing the ſo much wiſhed for uniformity inReligion,to ſuch a hap- 
py Period , that theſe Kingdoms once at ſo grear diſtance inthe 
torm of Worſhip, are now bythe bleſsing of G O D brought 
to a neerer Uniformity than any other Reformed Kirks, which 
is unto us the return of our Prayers, and a lightning of our Eyes, 
and reviving of our hearts, in the midſt of our many forrows 
and ſufferings, a taking away in a great meaſure, the reproach of

That neither the Greek Language,nor Logick,nor any 
part of Philoſophie be taught in any Grammar School , or pri- 
vate place within this Kingdom,to young Schollers,who there- 
after are to enter to any Colledge, unlefle it be for a preparation 
to their entrie there : And norwithſtanding of any progreſl; e,any 
may pretend to have made privately in theſe ſtudies , yet in the 
Colledge hee ſhall rior enter to any higher Claſſe, then that 
wherein the Greek Language is taught , and being entred, ſhall 
proceed orderly throu the reſt of che Claſſes, untill he finiſl 
the Ordinary courſe of four years: Unleſle aftet due triall and ex- 
amination, he be found equall in Learning, to the beit or moſt 
part of that Claſſe, to which he defiresto aſcend, by over-leap= 
ing 2 mid- Claſſe,or to the beſt or moſt part of thoſe who are to 
be graduar,if he {upplicate to obtain any degree before *« Or- 

inary 
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dinary time. And al{o, Thar there be found other pregnant rea- 
ſons to move the faculty of Arts ro condeſcend thereto; And 
otherwiſe that he be not admitted to the Degree of Maſter of 
Arts. : 

ITII. Thatnone be admitted ro enter a Student of the 
Greek tongue in any Colledge , unlefle after triall he be found 
able ro make a congruous Theame in Latine , or art leaſt, being 
2dmoniſhed of his errour , can readily ſhew how to corre the 
ſame. 

V. Thatnone be promoved from an Inferiour Claſſe of 
the ordinary courſe.to a ſuperiour, unlefſe he be found worthy, 
and to have ſufficiently profited : otherwiſe, that he be ordain- 
ednot to aſcend with his con-diſciples,and it he be a Burſer,thar 
he loſe his Burſe. And namely, it is ro be required, That thoſe 
whoare taught in CAriſtotle, be found well inſtrufted in his 
Text, and be able to repeat in Greck, and underſtand his whole 
definitions, divifions, and principall precepts,ſo far as they have 
proceeded. 

VI. Becauſe it is a diſgrace to Learning , and hinderance 
ro Trades and other Callings, and an abuſe hurttull ro the Pub- 
lick, that ſuch as are ignorant and unworthy, be honoured with 
a Degree or publick Teſtimony of Learning ; That therefore 
ſuch triall be raken of Students , ſpecially of Magiſtrands, that 
choſe who are foiind unworthy, be not admittedro the Degree 
and honour of Maſters. : 

V II. That none who haveentred to one Colledge for rriall 
or ſtudie, be admitred to another Colledge, withour the Teſti- 
moniall of the Maſters of that Colledge wherein he entred firſt, 
both concerning his Literature,and dutitull behaviour,fo long as 
he remained there : ar leaſt, untill the Maſters of that Colledge 
from whence he cometh , be timely advertiſed , that they may 
declare it they have any thing lawfully to be ohje&ed inthe 
contrary. And thatnone be admitted, promoved , or receive 
Degree in any Colledge,who was rejected in another Colledge 
for his unfitneſle and unworthineſle , or any other cauſe repug- 
nant to good Order , who leaves the Colledge where he was 
for eſchewing of Cenſure, or chaſtiſing for any fault comitted 
by him; or who leaves the Colledge becauſe he was chaſti- 
ſed, or for any other grudge or unjuſt Quarrell againſt his Ma- 
ſters. 

VIII. Thatnone of thoſe who may be lawfully received 
in one Colledge, after he was in another, be admitredro any 
other Claſſe, but to that wherein he was or ſhould have been in 
che Colledge from whence he came, except upon reaſons men- 

ionedin the third Article preceding. 
© IX. Thatatthe time of every Generall Aſſembly , the 
Commiſſioners 
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Commiſſioners diretted thereto , from all the Univerſities of 
this Kingdom, Meet and conſult rogerher,for the eſtabliſhmenr 
and advancement of Pietie, Learning , and good Order inthe 
Schools and Univerſities, and be caretull chat a correſpondence 
be kept among the Univerſities , and ſo farre as is poſlible, an 
Unitormitie in Doctrine and good Order. 


The Generall Aſſembly, after ſerious conſideration of the Over- 
tures and Articles above-written , Approves the ſame, 
and 0rdains them to be obſerved,and to have the ſtrength 
of an Act and Ordinance of Aſſembly in gll time- coming.

> #3 Ccording to the conſtant and commendable 
F/AQ practice of the Generall Aſſemblies of this 
-@/), Kirk, Wee judge it incumbent to us, Right 
2585 Honourable, when the diſpleaſure of the Al- 
ze 24 mighty , and the extream danger of this Kirk 
W528 /ER and Kingdome is ſo undenyably demonſtrate 
ro the eyes of the whole World, by the Invaſion, Increaſe, and 
Succeſle of theſe Barbarous Iriſhes, and treacherous Countrey- 
men joyned with them z Not onely our of conſcience of the 
truſt committed unto us , To proceed with the cenſures of the 
Kirk, againſt theſe who have joyned , or ſhall happento joyne 
themſelves with theſe Enemies of G O D and his Cauſe, To 
appoint a Solemne Faſt and Humiliation throughthe Kingdom, 
and to give Warning to all the Miniſters and Members of this 
Kirk of the dangers and duties of the time; Butalſo, out of 
reſpe to your Honours , who judge not for man, but for the Lord, 
Who « with you in the Judgement , and ſtkandeth inthe Congregation 
of the mizhty, Humbly to preſent your Honours with our 
thoughts and deſires concerning the duties' which the exigency 
of this time expecteth from your hands. 

The impunity of known Incendiaries and Malignants, as by 
the courſe of Divine providence ( permitting thoſe who have 
formerly eſcaped the hand of Juſtice ro be theprime inſtru- 
ments of our preſent Troubles ) it is held forth fora cauſe of the 
Wrath which yet burneth more and more; So hath it been ac- 
knowledged betore G O D in our publickHumiliations,to be a

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maine cauſe of GO DS Controverſie with the Land , and an 
acceſſion to the gultineſle.of the cruelty,villany, and other mil- 
chiefs committed by them and their followers : And tolye ſtill 
under the guilt after ſolemne Confeſſion , were an high provo- 
cation ot G O D , and an heavy aggravation of our {inne; And 
on the one part, doth grieve the Godly,diſcouragetheirhearts, 
and weaken their hands, On the other part , doth harden them 
who are already engaged, to perſiſt in their unnaturall and blou- 
dy practices , heartneth others, who have not hitherto avowed 
their Malignancy , openly to declare themſelves, and is laid 
hold upon by the difaffefted, who lye in wait to finde occafi- 
ons, as fitting to work the People to an unwillingneſle of un- 
dergoing neceſſary Burthens impoſed tor publick good. 

Although the Lord hath ſhewn unto us great and ſore Trou- 
bles, and our heart may be broken with reproach , ſhame , and 
ciſhonour, put upon us by the vileſt among men, Yet hath he 
made known unto us the power of his working amidft theſe 
manifold troubles, bringing forward the much defired Work 
of Uniformity in Worſhip and Government to a greater perte- 
ion then was expected ( as your Honours and wee did ſee 
the other day with joy of heart ) which is a Teſtimony from 
Heaven , That the Lord hath nor left us in the fiery Furnace, 
bur dwelleth ſtill in the midſt of the burning Buſh , and ſhould 
rouze up our drouping ſpirits to follow G O D fully, and quic- 
ken our flowneſle to ha(ten and help the Lord againſt the mighty. 
In delay there is perill of ſtrengthening thearme of the inteſtine 
Enemie,making faint the hearts of ourNeighbours and Friends, 
and diſabling us for reaching help unto thoſe who are wreſtling 
againſt much oppoſition to perte&t the Work of Reformation. 
The reproach under which we lye almoſt buried , ſhould bee fo 
farre from retarding proceedings , that it ſhould intend the Spi- 
rit into a higher _ of deſire, and expede the hand to ſpee- 
dier ation tor vindicating our own name, and that Name which is 
above all names from the daily reproach of the fooliſh.

G O D will give, though norto all, 
yet ro miiny, a ſeeing Eye, a hearing Ear, and an underſtanding 
Heart: For who is wiſe and he ſhall underſtand theſe things, pradent 
and he ſhall know them ,, For theIWayes of the Lord are right , and 
the juſt ſhall walk in them, but the tranſgreſſors ſhall fall therein, and 
the wicked ſhall do wickedly and none of the wicked ſhall underfland, 
That which we principally intend , is to hold forth ( ſo farre 
as the Lord gives us light) how this Nation ought to be affeted 


with their preſent Mercies and Judgements; What uſe is ro be - 


made of the Lords dealings : And, what is required of a people 
ſo dealt with. | . 

Had we been timely awaked, and taken warning, either from 
the exemplary judgements of other Nations ; or from Gods 
chreatnings by che mouths of his ſervants amongſt our ſelves, 
or from our owne former viſitations, and namely,The Sword, 
threarned and drawn againſt us, both at home and from abroad, 
bur at that time through the forbearance of GOD, put up in the 
Sheath again , wee might have prevented the miſeries under 
which now we groane. But the Cup of trembling, before ra- 
ken our of our hands, is again come about to us,that wee may 
drink deeper of it : And although when theſe bloody Mon- 
ſters, the Iriſh Rebels, together with ſome degenerate, unnaru- 
rall, and perfidious Countreymen of our own, did firſt lift up 
their heads, and enter this Kingdome in hoſtile way , it was 
looked npon as a light matter , and the great judgement which 
hath ſince appeared in it, not apprehended: yet now wee arc 
made more ſenſible , that they are The rod of Gods wrath, and the 
ftaffe in their hand , which hath ſtricken us theſe three times , is 
his mndignation. He hath ſhewed his people hard things, and made us 
to drink the wine of aſtoniſhment. Take we therefore notice of the 
hand that ſmiteth us, for af flilFion cometh not forth of the duſt nei- 


ther deth trouble ſpring out of the ground. There is no evill in theCi-, 


ty nor Countrey which the Lord hath not done. He itis that for- 
meth the light, and createth darkneſſe , Who maketh peace, and crea- 
rh evill ; He it isthat hath givena charge to the Sword, ſs that 
| bo pro 
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it cannot be ſtill : He it isthat hath his other Arrows ready upon 
the ſtring to ſhoot at us, the Peltilence and Famine. 

In the next place,let us apply our hearts to know,and to ſearch, 
and to {eek out wiſdome,and the reaſon of things, and to under- 
{tandthe language of this preſent juigment,andGodsmeaning in 
it: For though the Almighty giveth not an _— of any of his mat- 
ters, and hath his way in the ſea,and bu path in the atep waters which 
cannot betraced;, Yet he is pleaſed by the light of his Word and 
Spirit, by the voice of our own conſciences,and by that which is 
written and ingraven upon our judgement, as with the point of a 
Diamond and a Pen of iron,to make known in ſome meaſure his 
meaning unto his ſervants. G 0 D hath ſpoken once, yea twice,yet 
man perceiveth not , Therefore now hath he madethis rod to 
ſpeak aloud rthethird time, that we may hear the voice of the rod, 
and who hath appointed it. That which the rod pointeth at, is nor 
any guilt of Rebellion or difloyaltie in us, as the Sons of Bel:al 
do {lander and belye the Solemne League and Covenant of the 
three Kingdoms,which we are ſo farre from repenting of, thar 
we cannot remember or mention it withour great joy and thank - 
fulneſſero GOD, as that which hath drawn many bleflings 
after it , and unto which G O D hath given manitold and evi- 
dent teſtimonies, for no ſooner was the Covenant begun to bee 
taken in England,bur ſenſibly the condition of affairs there was 
changed to the berter ;,and though a little before the Enemy 
was coming ia like a Flood,yet as ſoon as the Spirit of the Lord 
did lift up the Standard againſt him , from that day forward the 
Warters of their Deluge did decreaſe. 

And forour part, our Forces ſent into that Kingdom, in pur- 
ſuznce of that Covenant, have been ſo mercifully and maniteſt- 
ly aſliſted,and bleſſed from Heaven(though inthe mids of many 

angers and diſtreſſes , and much want and hardſhip ) and have 
been ſo farre inſtrumentall ro the foyling and ſcattering of two 
principall Armies; Firſt , the Marqueſle of Newcaſtle his Ar- 
my , And afterward, Prince Ruperts and his together, And to 
the reducing of two ſtrong Cities, Yorkand Newcaſtle , thar 
we have whart to anſwer the Enemy that reproacheth us con- 
cerning that Buſineſle, and that which may make iniquitic it ſelf 
ro ſtop, her mouth, Burt which is more unto us thanall ViRo- 
ries, or whatſomever temporall Bleſſing , The Reformation of 
Religion in England , and Uniformity therein between both 
Kingdoms (a principal end of that Covenant) is ſo far advanced, 
thazthe Engliſh Service-Book, with the Holy-dayes, and many 
other-Ceremonies contained in it,together with the Prelacy,the 
fountain of all theſc,are aboliſhed and taken away by Ordinance 
of Parliament; and a DireQory for the Worſhip of G O D 
in all the three Kingdoms agreed upon in the Aſſemblies ,-and 
in the Parliaments of both Kingdoms, without a contrary voice 
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in either;theGovernment of the Kirk by Congregational Elder- 
ſhips, Claſſical Presbyreries, Provincial & National Aſſemblies, 
is agreed up »nbythe Aﬀembly of Divines at Weſtminſter, which 
is alſo voted and concluded in both Houſes of the Parliament of 
England: And whart is yet remaining of the intended Unitormitie 
is in a good way;S0 thatlet ourLot fal in other things as it may, 
the Will of the Lord be done , In this we rejoyce,and will rejoyce, 
that our Lord Jeſus Chriſt is no loſer , but a Conquetour, that 
his Ordinances take, place , that his Cauſe prevaileth , and the 
work of purging and building his Temple goeth forward , and 
not hackward. Neither yet are we ſo to underſtand rhe woice 
of the rod which lyeth heavy upon us, as it the Lords meaning 
were to pluck up what he hath planted, and to pull down what 
he hath builded in this Kingdom , to have no more pleaſure in 
us , to remove our Candleſtick , and to take his Kingdoms from us : 
nay, before that our G O D caſt us off,and the glory depart from 
Iſrael , lethim rather conſume us by the Sword , and the Fa- 
mine, and the Peſtilence, ſo that he will bur keep his own great 
Name from reproach and blaſphemy, and own us as his people 
in Covenant with him. But now there « hope in Iſrael concerning 
this thing , we will beleeve that we ſhall yet ſee the goodneſſe of the 
Lord inthe Land of the living : We will notcaſt away our confi- 
dence of a bleſſed peace,and of the removing of the ſcourge and 
caſting it in the Fire, when the Lord hath by ir performed hs 
w'ole Work upon mount Sion and Feruſalem , much more will wee 
be confident of thecontinuance of the bleſſings of the Goſpel, 
that glory may dwell in owr Land. This'is the day of Facobs trouble, 
but he ſhall be ſaved out of it : And the time is comming, when a 
new Song ſhall be put in our mouths,and we ſhall ſay, Thi i our 
God , we have waited for him, and he hath ſavedws. Thoughthe 
Lord ſmite us, it is the hand of a Father, not of an Enemy, he 
is notconſuming us, bur refining us, that we may come forth as 
Gold our of the Fire. We are troubled on every ſide, yet not diſtreſ- 
ſed , we are perplexed, but not in cejpain . perſecuted » but not for- 
ſaken ; caſt dewne, but not deſtroyed. We know afſuredly there 
is more mercy in emptying us from Veſlell to Veſlell, then in 
ſuffering us to ſertle on our Lees, whereby our taſte ſhould re- 
main in us, and our ſent not be changed. 

Theſe things premiſed, we come to the true language of this 
heavy judgement, and to the reall procuring cauſesthereof. For 
the tranſgreſsion of Facob is all this , and for the ſins of the houſe of 
Iſrael. God is hereby ſhewing to great and {mall in this Land 
their work and their tranſgreſſion, that they have exceeded. He 
openeth alſo their eareto diſcipline , and commandeth that they return 
Nom iniquity. We leaveevery Congregation in the Land,every 
Family in every Congregation, and every Perſon in every Fa- 
mily to examine their own hearts and wayes, and to mourn for 
Congre- 
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Congrgationalt, Domefticall , and Perſonall-finnes:: Curſed 
ſballrhey be who have added fnell tothe fire,and now bring no 
water to'exringuiflyg, who:had a great hand mathe provocation, 
and:bear no'part in the humiliation. 
- Lerevery one commune with his own confcience;and 

of his,even his wickedneſle , and (ay, Whus have Tl done? Wee 
ſhallhere rouch-onely the Nationalliſinnes, or atleaſt more pub- 
lick ones;then thoſe-of:a Eamily or Congregation, which we al- 
ſo intend for chief cauſes of a publick Faſt and Humiliation. If 
among our Nobles, Gentzie, and Barons, there have-been ſome 
ſtadying their own private intereſts more I , and 
Secking their own thrngs more then the things of Chriſt or wpreſeing 
yk. 1 ER , becauſe it was 18 the 
power of their band : and if among our Miniſtute there have been 


divers Time-ſervers, Pho bave notrenoanced the hidden thing s of 


diſhoneſty whoſe hearts have not been right before God, mor ſtedfaſt in 
his Covenant,who bave been fecretly haters of 'the Power of Gad- 
lineſſe, and of Monification ; ſhall not GOD ſearch all this 
out © whowill bring.to light the hidden things of darkneſſe , and will 
make-manifeſÞ the counſets of the hearts. In theſe alſo leaving all 
mento4 judging and.ſearching of -rhemſelves., there are many 
other provocations. which are 'apparent-in all or many of this 
Nation , from which, thouzh they waſh-with nitre, ani take wuch 
(ape, yetthey cannot makethemſelves:clean : Becaufe of theſe 

Ca_ and.attheſethe mou ſriketh. 

As he contempt,neple&, iſ-efteem ofthe glorious 
Goſpel.z.our Rp thermal Cres 
and hardnefle of heart, under allthe means :of Grace 4 'our mor 
receiving.af Chriſt i-our hearts, nor ſeckingts knowhim, and 

ifte him in all-his Offices. The:powerot (Gadlineſſe is hated 
ant. mocked by many to this day, :and by the berter fort too 
much:neglected,and-many Chriſtian duties arc not minded: as, 
The not ſpeaking of enr own werds,, nor finding of our ownpleaſure 
the Lords day. Holy and edifying conference-both on that 
y,andatother occaſians: The inftruting.admoniſhing,com- 
forteng , andrebuking ane another,as Nivine Providence mini- 
ſreth occaſion. In many /Familicsalmoſbnoknowlkedpge nor 
worſhip of G O D to he found : yea, there areamoneg the Mis 
nifters who:have ftrengchenedthe hearts. and hands of the:pro- 
fanc morethen ofthe godly,andhavenattaken heed tothe muni- 
ftrrewhich they have received of the Lord #0 fulfill it. | 

Next, G'O Þ hath ſentthe Swordtoavengethe quarrel of 
his broken Covenant: For beſfides'the defection.of many of this 
ma ror" 47 meyers" ge el 

ne nc en OD, X 'by.men as w 
as forſaken ,-ovur letrer Vows .and (Covenants una theenalſo 
foully violated , Hy naroomeibming our utermolt aflifiance - 
| this 
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this Cauſe , with our Eſtates and Lives, by not endeavouring 
with all faithtulneſſe, the diſcovery, triall, and condigne puniſh- 
ment of Malignants, and evil Inſtruments , yea, by complying 
too much with thoſe, who have not onely born Armes, and gi- 
ven their perſonall preſence and aſsiſtance , but alſo drawn and 
led on others after them in the ſhedding of our Brethrens blood: 
Therefore is our ſinne made our puniſhment » and We are filled 
with the fruit of our own wayes. Theſe horns now puſh the ſides of 
Judah and Feruſalem , becauſe the Carpenters when they ouzht and 
might,did not cut them off : And yet to this day the courſe of Ju- 
ſtice is obſtructed : The Lord himſelf will execute juſtice if 
men will not. Burt above all, let it bee deeply and ſeriouſly 
thought of, .that our Covenant is broken by the negle ot a re- 
all Reformation of our ſelves and others under our power : let 
every one ask his own heart. what luſt is mortified in him , or 
what change wrought in his life ſince,more then beforethe Co- 
venant ? Swearing, Curſing,Profanation of the Lords day, For- 
nication,and other uncleanneſle, Drunkenneſle,Injuſtice, Lying, 
Oppreſſion, Murmuring,Repining,and other ſorts of Prophane- 
neſle ſtill abound roo much both in the Countrey and inour 
Armies: yea,there is no Reformation ot ſome Members of pub- 
lick Judicatories, which is a great diſhonour tro God, agd a foul 
{cangdall ro the whole Nation. :-4 had 

Thirdly, we have not glorified God according to the great 
things which he hath done tor us, nor made the right uſe ot tor- 
mer mercies : ſince he loved us (a Nation not worthy to be beloved) 
he hath made us precious and honourable, but we have not wal- 
ked worthy of his love : We waxed fat and kicked, forſaking God 
who made us, and lightly eſteeming the Rock of our ſalvation. And 
this great unthankfulnefle filleth up our Cup. 

Fourthly, Notwithſtanding of ſo much guiltineſſe, we did 
ſend forth our Armies, and undertake great ſervices preſumpru- 
ouſly,wichour repentance,and making our peace with God, like 
the Children of Iſrae], who truſting to the goodneſſe of their 
cauſe, minded no more, but Which of #s ſhall goe up firſt. 

It is now high time, under the feeling of ſo great a burden 
both of (inne and wrath , to humble our uncircumciſed hearts, 
$0 put our month in the duſt , if ſo be there may be hope , to wallow our 

elves in aſhes, to clothe our ſelves with our ſhame as with a garment, 
to juſtifie Gods righteous judgements, ro acknowledge our ini- 
quitie,to make our ſupplication to our Judge,and to ſeek his face, 
that he may pardon our ſinne , and heal our Land. The:Lord roar- 
eth,and ſhal not his children tremble 2 The God of glory thun- 
dereth , and the Highe3t uttereth his voice , hailſtones and coales of 
fire,who will not fall down and fear before him * The fire wax- 
eth hot,and burneth round about us, and ſhall any fir ſtill and be 
ſecure? The ſtorm bloweth hard, and ſhall any fluggard be till 
D 2 aſleep? 
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uſleep ? This is a day of trouble; and of rebuke, thd vf blaſphes 
my, who will riot take upa lamtntmion ? Let the Warclimen 
route up themſelves and others, and ſtrive to get their own, and 
their peoples hearts deeply afeted, and even tiiclred before the 
Lord: Lerevery oneturn frotn his evill way, and cry mightil 
to God,and give liim no reſt till he repent ot the evill; and ſmeſl 
a{ivour of reſt;and ſay,/t « eough. He hath hot ſaidto the ſeed 
vt Jacob;Serck ye me in vain, ee to wot tnowrne xs they that Dave 
hb hope hut we will bear the indignation of the Lord, becauſe wec have 
finmed againſt hivh ontill he plead our cauſe and txtcate )nagemnt for 
4s. And what rtiough our Candles be put out ? ſothat our Sun 
ſhine: What though our honour be 1aid in the duſt ? {6 that 
G O D: work out his own hofhbur , yea ; our happifeſſe our of 
our ſhame. In vain have wee truſted to the atth of Fleſh : tm che 
Lord our G O D is the ſalvation of Iſrael. No fleſh muſt gloty 
before him,bur he that glorierh, muſt glory ih the Lord, 

Theſe duties of Humiliation, Repentance, Faith, Am&ndment 
of life,and Fervent Prayer, though the principall, yet are nor all 
which are required at the hands of this Nation , but men of all 
ſorts and degrees , muſt timely applyrhemſelves to ſuch othet 
Reſolutions and AQtions as att molt ſuteable and neceſſary ar 
this time%. Which that all may the better underſtand , and bee 
excited and encouraged toad accordingly , let it be well o®fer- 
ved, that the preſent ſtare of the Controverlie and Cauſtis no 
other but what hath been formerly profeſſed before G O D and 
che World,that is, The Reformation and Preſervation of Reli- 
gion, The Defence ofthe Honour and Happinelſe of the King, 
and of the authority of the Parliament xogerther with The main« 
tenance ofvur Lawes,Liberties, Lives,and Eftates, We are not 
changed from our former principles and mentions , but theſe 
whodid fall of rom ws to the romtrary party , have now made 
« manifeſt, rhar _ were nor their s wheri _ ſeemed r9 
'joyn with us : Therefore are they pope 014 from us Herukſe rhey were 
a4 &, And as = Cauſe is rhe ſame, ſorhe rn havnt is 
not leſſe, bur grearer then before,and that from two ſorrs of Enes 
mies * Firſt, from oper Enemies, we mcanthoſe of the Popiſh, | 
Prelaticali,and Malggnant Fation, who have diſplayed a Banhet 
againſt the Lord, and againſt his Chriſt ; in all the three Kings 
doms, being fi vn fire of Hell, ahd by rhe ſpeciall inſpiration of 
Satan, who is full of fury, becauſe he knowes he hath but a ſhort 
rimero reigne. The Cockatrice before hatched, is now broken 
forth imo @ Viper, The danger was before feared, now fr is felty 
before imininent, how incumbent ; before out diviſion , now 
- eurgeſttuction 68 endeayoured 1 beforethe Sword Was fourbiſh= 
edand made ready ,, wow the Sword is made fas with FIefh , andl 
drunk with Blowd and yet it himgreth andrhicfieth fot thote. The 
Queen is moſt aQiveabtoud , uſing all incans for A” 
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the Popiſh, and ſappreſling the Proteſtant party; inſomuch that 
Malignancs have infolently exprefled their confidence , that het 
journey to France ſhall prove 2 ſucceſſetull Counſell , and rhat 
this Ifland, md particularly this Kingdome , ſhall have a grearer 
power to grapple with, betore thenext Summer, then any which 
yer we have encountred with. The Iriſh Rebels have vifered ro 
the King to ſend over a greater number into both the King- 
domes : The hoſtile intentions of the King of Denmark, if God 
be not pleafed ſtill ro divert and difablehim , do plainly enough 
appear from his vwn Letrets,fenr.not long ſfigce to the Eſtates of 
this Kingdome. In the meantime , the helliſh ctue under the 
conduct of the excommuinicare and forefaulred Earle of Hont- 
+oſe, and of Alafttr Mac- Donald,a Papiſt and an Ourlaw,doth ex- 
erciſe (uch barbaroas,unnarorall horrid,and unheard-of cruelty, 
as isabove expreflion : And ( if for nn ) whar bercer 
uſage can orhers not yet touched expe@ from them , being now 
hardened and animared'bythe'ſnccefle which God hath forour 
humiliation and corre&ion', permitted unto chem: and itt 
ſhall now ger teave to fecure the High- Lands for themſelves, 
they will rot onely from thence infeſt the reſt ofthis Countrey, 
bur endeavour a diverſion of onr Forces in England , from rhe 
profecurion of the ends expreffed inthe Covenanr of the three 
Kingdoms,toward which etids,av'their fetvice'hath' been alicady 
advantageons,1d their continuance is'tnoft neceflary. 

The feconddort of Enemies, from which our prefent dangers 
4Arife;are ſecret Matignaits and Dif-covenanters , who may be 
Known by there and the like Characters ': 'Therr {hghting or 
ceiſuritig of rhe publick Refoluridirs of this Kitk' and Stare : 
Their confulting and IzSouring to raiſe Jealonfies and 'Divifi- 
'ons,7o retard orhinder the execution of what is ordered'by the 
ptblick Judicarories : Their'{landering of the'Covenant'of rhe 
Three Kingdomes and*Expedirion into Bngland,asnor neceifa 
forthe good'ofRetigion,or ſafery-ot this Kingdome, or astent- 
4ing'to'the dimincation 'of the Kings juſt 'power and'grearneſſe : 
Their confounting of the*Kings 'Honopr and Authority, with 
the dbiiſe'ant{ pretencethereot , and with'Commilſſions , 'War- 
Tatits,,and Letrers ,procured frottrthe'King, 'by the Enemies of 
ris Caufe and'Covettant , us '{twe could noroppoſethelattor, 
withotft'encrozching npon the former:'Theirwhetting of their 
'tongues ,'to ceriſure andftander thofe'rwhom 'G'OD hath hv- 
nouretÞas his chiefInſtrumerirs in this Work : Theircommenl- 
'ing, juſtifying, or exciifingthe'proceetings of Fame Orubane, 
lortietime'F arle"of Montroſe, andUhisComplices: Their conver- 
Ting or intercomtumingby word or writ, with him, or other 
<xcomftnunicire'Lords;contrary rothenarure of thar Ordinance 
df Chtiſt, un&to'the old'As of Generall 'Allernilies : Their 
raking merry, and their infotent carriage , arthe:News-df any 

| proſperous 
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proſperous ſucceſle of the Popiſh and Malignant Armies in any. 
of theſe Kingdomes: Their drawing of Parties and FaQtions, 
tothe weakning ofthe common Union : Their ſpreading ot In- 
formations, That Uniformitie in Religion, and the Presbyrerall 
Government , is not intended by the Parliament of England :; 
Their Endeavours,Intormations, and Sollicitations, tending to 
weaken the hearts and hands of others, and to make them with- 
holdtheir aſſiſtance from this Work. | 

Let this ſort of boſome Enemies;And diſ- affeted Perſons, be 
well marked,timely diſcovered,and carefully avoided, kſt they 
infuſe the poyſon of their-ſeducing counſels into the mindes of 
others : Wherein let Miniſters be taithfull, and Presbyteries vi- 
gilant and unpartial,as they will anſwer the contrary to G O D, 
and to the Generall Aſſembly,or their Commiſhoners. 

The cauſe and the dangers thereof being thus evidenced , un- 
lefſe men will blot out ct their hearts the love of Religion , and 
the Cauſeof G O D, and caſt off all care of their Countrey, 
Lawes, Liberties, and Eſtates, yea,all.naturall aftetion to the 
preſervation ofthemſelves, their Wives, Children, and Friends, 
and whatſoever is deareſt ro them under the Sun ( all theſe be- 
ing in the viſible danger of a preſent ruine and deſtruction ) they 

. muſt now or never appear actively, each one ſtretching himſelf 
.to, yea beyond his power. Ir is no time to dally , nor go about 
the buſineſſe by halfes,nor by almoſt,but altogether zealous : Cur- 
ſed be he that doth the Work of the Lord negligently, or dcaleth falſly 
in the Covenant of God, 1f wee have been ſo forward to aſſiſt our 
Negnone Kingdomes, ſhall wee negle& ro defend our own 2 
Or ſhall che Enemies of GOD be more active againſt hisCauſe, 
than his People forit 2 G O D forbid. It the Work being fo 
far carried on , ſhall now miſ-carry, and fail in our hands, our 
own conſciences ſhall condemne us, and poſterity ſhall curſe us: 
- But if wee ſtand ſtoutly and ſtedfaitly to it, the pleaſure of the 
Lord ſhall proſper in our hands,and all Generations (hal call us bleſſed. 

Let Miniſters ſtir up others by free and faithfull preaching, 
and by admoniſhing every one of his duty , as there ſhall be oc- 
caſion : Andif it ſhall be the lot of any ofthem to fall under the 
power of the Enemy, let them through the ſtrength of Chriſt, 

perſevere in their integrity , chooſing affliction rather then ſin, 
glorifying GOD, and not fearing what Fleſh can do unto them. 

Let our Armies beware of ungodlinefle , and worldly 

. luſts, living godly,ſfoberly,and righteouſly avoyding all ſcand:1- 
lous carriage , which may give occaſion to others tothink the 
worſe of their Cauſe and Covenant, and remembring that the 
eyes of G O D, Angels , and Men are upon them : Finally , re- 

. nouncing all confidence in their own ſtrength, skill, valour, and 
number,and truſting only to the God of the Armies of 1ſracl, who 
hath fought,and will fight for them. ; 

ct 
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Let alt ſorts both, of high and. low degree in.this Kingdome, 
call co minde their Solemne Covenants, and pay their vows to 
the moſt High; and namely, that Article of our farſt Covenant, 
which obligeth vs nopto ſtay nox- hinder aoy ſuch Reſolytion, 
as by common conſent ſhall-be found ro.conguce tor theeands of 
the Covenant, but by all lawtull means to further and promove 
the ſame 3 Whick lyeth as a bond-upon peoples conſciences,rea- 
dily to obey 1uch orders , and'willingly to ynder-go ſuch bur- 
dens, as by the publ;ck and:common reſolution of the Eſtates of 
Parliament, axe found neceflary.for the proſecution ofthe War; 
conkcering that the Enemy: cannot bee ſuppreſſed without a 
competent numbex of Foxces, and Forces cannot be kept toge- 
ther without maintenance , and maintenance cavnot be had 
withour ſuch publick Burdens; which however for the-preſent, 
nat jOy.0us, bur grievous, yetit (hall beno, grief of heart after- 
wards,cven unto the.common ſot , that they have given ſome 

t of their neceſlary livelihood , tor affiſting ſo goad a Work. 
Fic far from our thoughts , thatthe punching of lome,, ſhould 
make others ſuperfluauſlytoabound: It 15 rather to bee.gxpe- 
&ed of the richer ſort,that they will ſpare and defalk, not onely 
the pride and ſuperfluity, both of apparell and diet, but alfo a 
part of their lawfull allowance in theſe things, to contribute the 
{ame as a free-will-offering, beſte what hey are obliged to, b 
Law or publick Order, after the example of godly Nehemiah, 
whorfar the ſpace of twelve years, while the walls of Jeruſalem, 
were a building , did nat cat the. bread of the-Governaur , that 
hee might cale by {oa much the Peoples Burthens and Bone

n.our laſt Covenam,thereis another Article which (withoue 
the oblivion or negle-af any at the reſt ) we wiſh may be well 
remembred ar this time ; namely, That we ſhall affiſt and defend 
all that enter into this Leagueand Covenant, inthe majntgining 
and purſuing thereof and fhal not ſuffer qur ſclves,direly or in- 
direatly,by wharfoever Cambinatian,Perſmaſion,or Terror,to 
be divided and withdrawne from this bleſſed Union and Con- 
jun&ion, whether to mgke-defeRion to rhe contrary pou: Orie
